pittitull crpes tn the beginning of Monarchs, Em 
eee and others, that canſe ſo many Trage⸗ 
dies to happen in the wozld, 
5 no coutrari mite the woꝛme be he neuer fo litfle) as 
AS. Nature hath bzought w- out of the earth begtnneth 
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to traull arm treepe, and to ſexke fo; fod.; Che little chicken 
ſo ſone us he is out of the ſhell, is ſound cleane, and needeth 
not to be walbed like vnto man, but runneth after the Pen, 
and knoweth when he is called : he picketh ard eateth; bee 
feareth the Kite, without pꝛouing befoze her malice : be fp: 
eth danger only gut bed by Nature, 

But behold Man, ſo ſone as he is tome into the wozld, ts 
like vnto a little monſter and a lumpe ol fleſh, which will — 
himſelte to be eaten of other beaſts it he be not ſen vnto: am 
die foʒ hunger befoze he can find his mothers bꝛeaſt: and will 
as ſone eat popſon, as god meat: and handle hot fron, befoze 
he can diſcerne the god from the euill: pet foz all this, bs 
nameth himſelfe the P ꝛince of all other creatures, 

Thus man being bꝛought into this miſerable woꝛld, and 
plunged in the grife of miſertes,he then requireth to haue no⸗ 
riſhment and clothing, to comfozt the infirmity ol his nature: 
Che office of which is appointed to mothers, in conũderatten 
whereof nature hath giuen them bꝛeaſts, which are lfke two 
little bottles, very pꝛoper ardneceſſary fo their ſuſtenance. 

But now to ſpeake ofthe mifery of Man in his nurrtture, 
do w many mothers are there at this day in the woꝛld nay ra- 
ther we map truly tall them cruell who haumng 
accozving to Nature, bꝛought their Chil>zen fozth tothe 
woꝛld, A betauſe they will not take a little paines fo nouriſi 
them themſelues, they fend them to loꝛry billages to be nurſen 
dt ſtrange : vnunowne nurſes, which oſtenttmes do change 
thetr childzen u bꝛing home others in their end: et fo all 
this they wil not be aſhamed to hold a Wo WIE Fang 
rather than the fruff that was ingendꝛed in their womhes. 

T bis tnhumane pzactife is not vſed among beaſts be thep 
neuer fo bzutiſh:foz thetr natures are ſuch, that thep nener 
their yong o ies in the keeping of others, though nature 
them neuer ſo many, but they nouriſh them themſelnes, 
and are ſuch zealous vꝛotecoꝛs of their young ones, that thep 
kepe them almoſt alwapes in their pzefence,tfll * 
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they can auoto danger: And that which ts moze to be mar» 
ueiled at, thert rifeth a certaine ffrifc betweene the male aro 
the female, which of them ſhall be the keeper : And foz that 
intent they many times i amd igt one with another: 
the which map be ſerne not only in A pes, but allo in Beares, 
which in nature are flerte and cyueil, pet they haut fo creat 
affection to their young ones, that they are not onely content 
to nouriſh them with their mile, but as ſoone as they are 
bzought fozth. hauing almoft no fozme oz faſhion, thep licke 
them ond polliſh them to make them moze perfec, 

E tkewtfe the little Birvs,couering ſlue oz fre vnder ſheir 
wings, e haning neither grame noꝛ other: ſev fo their fuſte⸗ 
nance, not wit hit and ing they ſpare neither art noz diligente, 
where with nature hath endued them, foz their nourtſhment. 

It is therefoze a true witneſte of humane ꝙtſerp, in that 
Child zen are fozced againſt Nature, to ſucke the milke of 
& ſtrange woman; and many times offuch a one as map be 
found beſt cheape, what cozruptton oꝛ defozmtty ſoeuer ſhe 
haue: the whichmany times is ſo contagfoug to fhetr Chil- 
dzen, that it were better foz them to be nourfſhed by ſome 
bzuit Beaſt in the wildernes,fhan to be put info the cuſfody 
of ſach a Nurſe:as ſoꝛ erample. The cruelty and mfamous 
life of Caligula the fourth E mperour of Rome, was not im. 
puted to Father oz Mother, but to ſhe Nurfe that gaue htm 
ſucke: which woman was fo cruell and barbarous of her 
ſelfe, that ſhe rubbed the Nipples of her Bzeaſfs with blod, 
cauſrng the child to whom ſhe gane mike, fo ſucke them : 
the which thing was ſo well pzaciſed of him, that he did not 
onelp commit an irfinife number of urvers, bat many 
time licked his fwozd and dagger being bafhed and fapned 
in blov,aw wiſhed that all the woꝛld had but one head, fo the 
end that with one blow he might behead them ard then reign 
alone vpon the earth. 

Sreing then that the Child hath not felt 02 ſiffered ſozrow 
enough in dis Pothers wombe, but as ſ@ne as he — , 
re 
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there is pꝛepared a new ſozrow koꝛ him by the ingratitude bf 
ſach mothers which arr ſo delttate ard tender ot themſelues, 

that they will not nourtih them, dut tauſe them ko fucke the 
milke ol thoſe: that oftentimes doe change their truit oz elſe 
feed them with coꝛrupted milke by the which meanes in pꝛo⸗ 
ceſſe of time, there rileth a number of viſeaſes;" to the reat 
of their mothers. 
This is ofa truth ard often verified; that ir the Puts bee 


-froward, the Child will be fro wend, not by recciuing ot their 


Milke, but by often lanking vpowtt⸗ If ſhe be a Oꝛunnars, 


the will cauſe the Child to be the lie as it is tea in che lile 


ofthe E mperaur Tiberius, who was a treat Danmark; 
that the Nurſe that gaue him ſucke, dtd not vnelp dente vn. 
meaſurably, but alſo did feed the Child with Hoppers teme 
red in Mine. 

Here pou may ſx that the Aries haue ſo uruch power I as 
to fqzmethe m mnerg a body of the Child ſothat f het 
be Gckely ſhe rendereth the child ſickeneſſe: It te be wit 
ked, ſhe cauſeth tha child alſo to be Et. 

But heere J will leaue Childꝛen in their Purſes ker · 


ping and ſpeake of their following calamities: In how ma⸗ 


ny dangers be they wꝛapped whilſt they be a nurſing? fome 
will burſt with crying ſome neuer reſt in quiet all the night 
long, ſs that their Nurſes can take no flepe: Some when 
they can ſcant goe; will fall and bzeake their faces, and their 
lims; ſo that many times there is ſene about them many 
grieuous wounds, beſt des the difeaſes which they take by 
Pature. 

But who will not wonder to ſe the fantaſtitall maners of 
little childꝛen, who foꝛ the molt part will dabble in the water 
and channels like w little Jucke: making little houſes of 
earth:counterfeting the hoꝛſemen in rid ing on a little ſticke: 
running after Dogs and Cats: and will be angry with 
ſome and pleafed with others: who would thinke that ſuch 
a miſerable creature by ſucceſſion of time) would become ſo 
pꝛoud 
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pꝛoud and lofty : therefoze if we will conſider it, we haue tut 
cauſe to mourne at their births, ard reioyte at their burials. 

Ik the P ꝛophet leremy be wailed the captiuity of the lewes 
in Babilon ; if Anchiſes lamented the deſtruction of pꝛond 
Troy; if the Conſul Marcellus lamented the City of Syracu- 
ſa when he ſaw it on ffre,and Saluſt the cozruption of Rome; 
we map well with ſo many men of fame, bewaile the miſe- 
rable entry that man maketh into this wo2ld, his dangerous 
aduancement, and ſozrowfull departure: All which being 
pzofoundly conſtdered by the P2ophet leremy, in the 20. 
Chapter, he be waileth his birth, and murmureth againſt the 
knees that held him vp,x alſo the bʒeaſts that gaue him ſucke, 

Like wiſe the ſame P3ophet leremy in the afozeſatd chap« 
ter, conſtdering that man is made of duſt x earth, concefaed 
in ſfn,bozne in pame, ard at the laſt made a pꝛey foz wozmes, 
doth with that his mothers wombe had ſerued oz his fombe, 

lob in his fourteenth Chapter, likewiſe ſetteth man out in 
his right colours, when he fal ch: Man that is borne ofa Wo- 
man hath but a ſhort time to liue, and is full of miſery. Out 
ol fheſe woꝛds we mm gather ſomewhat, fo; amongſt᷑ all 
the creatures whom God hath treated there is none ſubiett to 
moꝛe miſertes than a woman, efpectally thoſe that are fruit 
full and beare childzen; foz they haue ſcant a monthes reſt in 
a whole peare, but are continually overcome with fozrow, 
and feare. - Then he ſafth, hauing a ſhort time to liue. In⸗ 
ded what is moꝛe ſhoꝛter than the lite of man:? vnto whom 
in topping dis noſe and his mouth, the Hild is gone, loz his 
life is nothing but a blaſt of wind int loſed therein. 

I haue read of many that haue murmured againſt Nature 
foz giuing long lite to Barts and Nauens, whoſe ttues bzing 
ns p2offt; aud vntu man n ing of alt things vpon eartij hut a 
ſhoꝛt life although hee knowe th how fo implov his time; and 
pet the little time that he hath to liue, is ſhoʒtned by l pes. 
d2cames.forrowes and cares: therefoze wee may tuſtly ſay, 
that mans life is full of _— and fozrow, | |

Ee haue alreadie heard diſcourſcd and ſhewed 
in o2der, what perils and dangers Man hath 
at his firſt comming into the wozld now 
therefo2e let vs conſider what he ts when he is 
IJ: ſpꝛung vp, ard whether that there ber an end 
Li of his miſeries 02 no: Of which, ff we bee 
equall Judges, wee ſhall finde that hee doth rather increaſe 
than decreaſe the miſeries: foz this is the time of mans life 
wherein Nature doth reare againſt him a moꝛe furious com- 
bate,.foz his blood -beginneth toriſe : the Fleſh pzonoketh 
him to his owne pleaſure, the wicked wo2lveſpyeth him, the 
Deuill tempteth him, and his ſelfe-wild'pouthfnincffe lea⸗ 
deth him: fo that it is impoCible,but that he which i; aſſavled 
with ſo many vic es, and ſuc t aured ot none, in the end ts dit. 
comfited and ouertome: ſoꝛ in the body of vonth, lot, Li. 
berty amddeliciouſnefe aboundeth: Fo? all the Atces in the 
woꝛld (ſaith Marcus Aurelius) doe there plant their ſtege. 
Zherefoze it behooueth when the trees are voung, to vp⸗ 
hold them, and to loppe the ouer-waighty n, 11 ter 
ward pee intend to gather any fruit 7 
' Likewiſe it is nete ſfarv to — and roxreit the Utces 
that reigne in youth,leaft afterward it returne to the parents 
ſhame and repꝛoach: ut there are at this dav,many'Fathers 
amd Mothers, whichfozvefault nut to haue well/mſfruced! 
their Chiidzen in their youth; doo recetue much ſoꝛrum m 
grtele in their age. Mozeouet; there art mand Mothers 
which in tead ol giuing them good ard godly inſtruttions, 
nourfſh and bꝛing them vp in voluptuouſneſſe and p2tde : and 
although they be nourtthers of thetr bovtes;ſa ate they deſtroi 
ers olf their ſoules. If 
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At Hey was arfeenontv puniſhed wih dis Chad zen, fo; 
that not io ſharpely chat iſe: them as their Uerices did 
require, what ſhall bet ome of theſe Fathers and others. 
which in ſtead of coxrecto1s,are their Childzens tcoʒtuptoꝛs: 
Such Varents may well be compared to Apes, whfch kill 
their young ones by to much ſtravning them betwene their 
armes, m keeping them lo dære: end thts is the cauſe that 
ſo many fall into the haros of the Hangman, Which arc to 
them, refozmers and cozrect929. 

Many there bee that in ſtead of giuing good exhoztatians 
to their Famflv,voe ſhew them firſt themſclues naughty and 
wicked examples: foz the firſt commandement that they 
giue them how to liue well, ts fo blaſpheme, ſweare,ercrciſe 
gluttony, ard dzunkennefre : fo ſpoyle the ſubſtance of thetr 
vouth, to be foꝛnicatoꝛs, and to kiſſe women and maydens in 
— — There be allo many Mothers here in Eng⸗ 

land, that learne their Daughters to dance, to vſe rhefozicke 
termes, to haunt companies, to ſcoffe and flout, to paint 
and colour their faces, to decke ſheir fingers with Minges, 
and their neckes with Jewels, as though they were Jewell 
ſellers, netending to leepe a ſhop: but in the end it will hap: 
pen to them as it did ko the P ꝛophet Dauid, 1 King. 13. & 
15 whoſe ſinne was puniſhed in his Child en, which were 
motk of them ſo wicked, that the one of them dello wꝛed his 
owne ſtſter, and the other killed his b2other , ard after ward 
— death ol his o wne katther ard chaſed him out ol his 

ingdome. 

The ancient Philofophers maintained this Argument, 
that all ſinnes committed in this wo215; were puniſhed i the 
woꝛld to come, extept the ſine that man committeth in the 
bzinging vy ol his Childzen, and toʒ that he ſuſtereth puniſh· 
ment in this woꝛld: fo; the Father can gtue nothing to his 
Child but fraile ard moztall deſh, by the coꝛruption whoreof 
the life take th end: but by gad learning + knowledge. eter 
nall pꝛaiſe ard memozy is 3 ; Theretfoze to cencude,

feruitours i aue we not had experiente therot many times: 
Doth nat i iſtoꝛies repoꝛt, that ſome antes haue bin pop · 
ſoned with Papers, ard with the lmoakr of Coꝛchen : M 
may reade like wiſe of certaine E mperoꝛs that duſt not lye 
do wne to ref inthe night, befo2e ther had tauſed their Beds 
fo be lyen on, and all the coꝛners ut heir Chambers to bee: 
ſearched, leaſt they ſhould be ſtrangled ot murthered in their 
fler pes. Others that would not permit any Barbers to touch 
the ir faces, fo feare that in trimming of their heads oz 
beards, they would cut their thꝛoats; And pet to this dap 
thep are in tuch feare, that thep dart not pat meate in their 
mouthes befo2e their Taſter haue taſted thereof. 

Ml hat felicity can a King oꝛ ute haue, that hath ma ·

, Hat greater felicitp can there bee in this wozld, 
Wh than to bee in a P zinces fauour, to bee at his 


elbow at all times, to vſe/ courtly manners, 

and other offices of humantty : of which num; 

ber, there be ſome ſo ſubtile t crafty, that they 
doe play as the Fiſherman, who as ſone as he bath gotten 
any thing in his Net, giueth ouer the Court, and goeth his 
way, Otherſome there are, that plap all out: and other that 
remaine vntill they become wonderous rich; and in the end, 
they are made — all backe againe. There are alfo 
ofhcrs that doe nothing but inuent meanes to enlarge thetr 
freaſures, and become wealthy with ſpoyling poze people.

Theretoze it behoneth that the life of a Judge 02 Pagf- 
frrate be ſintere ans vertfivus : fo2 ag he iudgeth openly, ſo 
ſhall he be tudge? of the pꝛople ſeuerally not only in matters 
of waight ard impoztance,but in thoſe of ſmall conſequence : 
Foz alwayes the rude people will find ſome what to refoꝛme, 
as ſhe Lacedemonians murmured at their Law⸗ maker Li- 
curgus, foꝛ that he went al wapes holding downe his head, 
The Venetians vefamed Wiſe Cato in his eating, and ac- 
counted Pompeius vnctuſlil toꝛ that he would ſcratch with 
me finger onel t Met theſe are but few in compariſon of 
other god men that the common ſoꝛt haue perſecuted, bani⸗ 
bed, aud in the end put to death. It that great O ꝛatour De- 
moſthenes were aliue he could fap ſome what, who aftcr he 
had-&long time bene a iuſt and faithfull Gonernour of the 
Common-wedlth of Athens, was inthe end ( without cauſe) 
vniuſttp baniſhed, kotes, and many other holy men haue ſo 
many times taſted the fury of the common people, that if 
they were this day lining, they would pow2e out moſt grie- 
nous complaints againſt them. 

Hol we haue thewed and ſet fo2th the miſeries that pꝛo⸗ 
ted from tommon people, ſo muſt we in like ſoꝛt put into 
the ballance the errours and cozruptions that are found in 
wicked Judges: Ot the which ſo2t ſome are coꝛrupted with 
Feare,fo2 ſuch feare they haue, that rather than they will dil 
pleaſe a Pzince oꝛ a great I oꝛd hey wil violate i iſtice like 
Pilate, that condemned Chriſt, fo2 feare that be had to diſ⸗ 
pleaſe the E mperour Tiberius. 

Other Magiſtrates are toꝛrupted by Lone, as was He- 
rod, who fo; ta pleaſe the _— loue of a Damſell that 
danted 
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danced, condemned to death Saint Iohn Baptiſt, although 
he knew he was iuſt and innotent. 

Some are many times cozrupted by hatred, as was the 
chiele ᷣ zieſt, that condemned Saint Paul to be toned to 
death, ugh he deſerued it not, 72 

Some Pagiſtrates are cozrupted by Sfluer and Sold, 
and ofher Gifts and ; zeſents, as were the childʒen of the 
P2ophet Samuel: and this diſeaſets ſo erer that — 
leare at this dap) man are infeaed with it. 

They all loue & e wards faith the 332ophet) thep all fieke 
fo Gifts : they doe not right to the D2phane, andthe Un iv- 
dowes complaint commeth not befoze them. And in an other 
place, Moe be to pou that are co2rupted by Money, by ha: 
fred oz loue, ard which fudge the god to be euill, and the 
euill god: mak ing the light darkene e, arm — 
ttaht.

Thektheniaris(betng a propte much et mended fo2 tht 
pzadenceam wiledome) feeing that H usbands and NAtues 
tould not agrie, becauſe of an infinite ninmber of difenſtons 
that 'thanc# bet weene them, were conffrained to o2vatac 


tertaine ag iſtrates in their Countrey, whom they called 
Reconrilers of married ones: the office of whom was to ſet 
acriement betweene the husband and the wife, The Spar- 
tanes amd Romances had alſo ſuch like Lawes and ozders a⸗ 
mongſt them: lo great was the inſolence ard rachnes of ſome 
women towards their hasbands. 

In this age there are but few x thinke, can beare patient ⸗

are ſhadowed vnder the mantle df Mertue, the which is one 
pꝛincipall cauſe that ſo many miſeries do tal vpon the woꝛld: 
and. foſpcake truth. the whole earth is dꝛowned in inne. 
that it ſemeth to be the ſiuke. herein all ſhe wichednege of 
the loꝛmer age hath bern emptied, 

Who euer ſaw the ſin of Couetoultelle moze deeper rated 
in the wozla, than at this pzeſent dap: fog all the Cities, 
Þ 20uinces and Kiugdomes of the-oarth, be ——_ 
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coꝛehouſes ol Couetouſnede and Auatice: this is the woꝛld 
which the P ꝛophets did fozeſhew, that men ioyne houſe to 
houſe, and land to land, as though themſelues would alone 
d well vpon the earth. 

Couetouſnes is the weLſp2ing of miſeries, foꝛ from thence 
p2oceedes warre and deſtruction, and the great cffuſton of 
blood, with the which the earth is oucrflowne : from Coue⸗ 
touſnes p2o0ced Yurvers, Treaſons,Zhefts, Uſuries, Foz⸗ 
ſwearings, the cozruption of Witnefes, and perucrting of 
— From CouetouſneTe the tedious delayes in 

w. ard lingering of ſutes do p3oceed ; and to be ſhozt,from 
thence commeth all wickedneſle. 

This oricuous ſinne is growne fo familiar amongſt men, 
that many liue without merty in ſuch ſozt that now we may 
fee the ſtreetes full of poze Beggars, naked and clad with 
pouerty, with an infinite number of bmiſhed women, dziuen 
out of their Countries, bearing thetr child zen in their armes, 
wanting that which couetous men hoꝛd vp with ſuch cares, 
that they make it their God, and will rather let a poʒe body 
dye at their gates, than refreſh him with tod. 

Therefoze let vs now leaue theſe wicked men, J dolaters 
of their treaſures, with the couetous rich man mentioned in 
the holy Scripture, and ſpeake of an other vice which is cal⸗ 
led Enuy : the malady where with many mindes in thig new 
woꝛld, is grienoudy afited, 

The time is now come; that the whole earth ia nothing but 
a very plate of the E nuious: a vice which is the oldeſt of all 
vices, x hath bin vſed in the woꝛlds infancy : the experience 
thereof was app2oued in the firſt age of Adam and the Ser⸗ 
pent, in Abel and Cain, in lacob amd Elau, in loſeph and 
his brethzen, in Saal ard Dauid, in Hammon and Mardo- 
chens ; the which purſued not one another foz their riches, 
but foz the enup that the one boze to the other. 

But all this is nothing to the E nup which ts vſed a- 
1 K men at this day: A u ice not 9 
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neth amongſt the common ſoꝛt, but allo among the higher : 
foz when they are mounted to the top of Feztunes whele, 
and thinke peaceably to entoy the fauour of id ʒintes, beholy 
ſadainelp the Enuy of fome other, conſptres againſt them, 
and caufeth them to be diſoajned,s caſt out of fauoꝛ: There: 
koꝛe J thinke there is no other meanes foz to auoid Enup, 
but to anoid dignity ard rule: the reaſon ts, that we are the 
childꝛen of cnup ; and he that leaueth moſt gods, leaueth 
moſt ©nup, | 

Foz this cauſe the Clders tounſelled the Rich, that they 
ſhould not dweU neare the Poze, noꝛ the ooze neare the 

Rich: fo2 the one are enuied foz their Wealth, and the other 
ſoꝛ their Ponexty. -- | | 

Here will we now leaue this grieuous fin of Enup, and a 
little glaunce at the ambitious Þ 2tae, that reigneth amongit 
vs. Who euer ſaw ſuch crceſſiue P2tde in all eſtates as we 
ſx at this pꝛeſent: whereby we may well name thts wozld, 
a wozld of gliſtering Gold, of Hfluer, and Uelaef, of Pur⸗ 
ple, ol Silke, with the which we decke our bodies curfouffy, 
and haue no regard of the ſins that ouerload the ſoutes. 

But let vs beware that the ſame happen not to vs, which the 
Þ2ophefs toit againſt the Women of Ieruſalem, who re- 
p2oued their pꝛide, their vnſhamefull Lokes, their rowlyng 
eyes their attires, their chames, Jewels and b2acetcts,and o: 
ther their vaineglozfous faſhfons:Jb will happen to you'ſafth 
the Loꝛd of Hoſts) that in ſtead of perfames, pou ſhall haue 
inke:in ſtead of curled haire,balvneſe:and the fafreff pong 
men amongſt᷑ pou ſhall paſſe though ſhe edge of the ſwoz?, 
ard the ſfrongeft ſhall be ſlaine, ard periſh in the warres. 

Many other vices could 7 largely diſcourſe of, as the ſinne 
of Gluttonp and dzunkennes, where with the whole earth is 
{afected : and J greatly maraefle, that manp vnſatiable bel- 
ly-gods doe not rot ard burſt in the of their riotous 
exteſſe, that will ft bowſing in Tanerns,ſpoſting that which 
might comkozt many ſucrourleie peopte, ard inthe _ 
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time he pe Lazarus Eanveth at the gate, cannot haue fo 
much as the Crummes that fall from their table: and to con. 
tlude theſe wicked vices of Gluttonp « Dzunkennefſe hath 
cotinnevvpon the earth euer ſince the beginning ol the wozlv: 
as fo example. The liquoꝛous luſt ing of Adam and Eve, 
was the caufe that the gate of B aradice was ſhut vp againſt 
vs, Eſan ſold his birth-right, Saint lohn Baptiſt was flame 
after Herod had banquetted : N ah being ouercome with 
wine,flept with his pꝛiuy parts vncouered: and was mocked 
of his Childzen: Lot be ing dzunke with wine deflowꝛed his 
owne Daughters? with many other examples that J could 
name touching theſe wicked vices, which foz this time 3 
paſſe ouer.

rupted, violated, and ſuſpended tuſtice, ſhall be countable foz 
their cozruption and iniquittes: It is the verp houre wherin 
Wqhoowes, Dzphants,and other afflicted perſons, hal mak e 
their complaints befoze God, of the wong ard oppꝛeſſion 
that hath bens ſhe wed them: It is che houre wherein the 
wicked ſhall ſay(repenting in themſelues,froubled with hoz- 
ble feare) behold theſe which in times paſt we had in dert⸗ 
Fon, infamy and rep2oach, are now accounted amongſt the 
childzen of Gos, whoſe poꝛtion fs amongſt the Saints: It is 
the houre wherein many foliſh and dumbe perſons ſhall bee 
moꝛe happter than the wiſe and eloquent; ꝙ any ſhepheards 
and carters ſhall be pꝛeterred bcfoze Philoſphers : manp 
Beggars befoze rich Pzinces and Ponarches: and manp 

imple and ignozant betoze the witty and ſubtile, 

Let vs therefo2e that are Chꝛiſtians, loke to onr felues, 
awd take herd wee be not counted vnder the arreſt and ſen⸗ 
tente ofthe moſt greateſt miſery of all miſeries: The which :
